not permit it. 
The president.'« address which w as 
to

Could Not Greet Crowd 
T he presidential train did not pull in 
to the station at Wichita where a large 
crowd was waiting to welcome the pres­ 
ident. 
He was to ha ve spoken here d ur ­ 
ing the m orning and at O k lahom a City 
tonight, and a lthough ho w a n te d to at 
least greet the people lu re. Dr. Grayson 
would not permit him to leave his pri­ 
va te ear. 
Tumulty Statement 
Secretary T um ul ty issued the follow­ 
ing state m ent: 
“The president has exerted liimself 
so con stan tly and ha s b een under such 
a strain during the last ye a r and has so 
spent liimself without reserve on this 
trip tha t it has b rought on a nervous 
reaction’ in his digestive organs. 
“ Dr. Grayson, therefore, insists upon 
the cancellation of 
his

poin tments and hi,s immediate re turn to 
W a shin gton , notw it hstandin g the pres­ 
ident's earnest desire to complete his 
en gagem e n ts.”

of travel and speech maki ng, it b ecame 
known today that for some da ys he had 
suffered from headache.

b rief stops which ha ve b een spent m os t­ 
ly in riding through crowds and spe a k ­ 
in g to audiences so large as to req uire 
all his exertion to m a k e his voice heard.

Iowa Senator in Hitter A t­ 
tack on President and 
League Covenant.

Presi­ 
dent Wilson ended 
his 
work 
at 
the 
Paris 
peace 
conference, “ the 
Fnlted 
States had not a friend in Furope, Asia 
or Africa, and our b rilliant se r\ic e in 
the war vva ; almost forgotten in the 
storm of protests which follb wed him 
as he sailed for hom e,” Sen ator Cum 
min« , repub lican, Iowa, declared today 
in an address in the se n a te a tta c k in g 
tlu league of nations covenant. 
“The 
only 
thing 
the 
president 
b rought with him which was joyfully 
received in American b y multitud es of 
good people,” Senator 
C um m in s 
said, 
"was a cove nant for a league of nations 
and this only b ecause these people b e­ 
lieved. m a n y of them without inquiry, 
that the league would b ring peace to a 
w a rw e f tt y world and would maintain 
it in till the years to come. 
Gradually 
they are b eginning to see the i n mend 
ous b urd ens we sire asked to a ss um e 
and gradually' they a r e un d ersta ndin g 
that there are some provisions in the 
cove nant which must 
inevitab ly 
pro 
yoke w a r." 
Senator 
C um m in s 
deplored 
the a t ­ 
tem pt of some senators to charge other 
senators 
with 
opposing 
the 
tr e a ty 
simply to discredit the president nnd to 
a e oom pl s h their political designs, as 
Well as efforts of ih» ' latter group to 
mak e it a ppe a r that those supporting 
the president 
were indiffen ’it 
if not 
hostile, 
toward the vital concerns of 
their own country. 
“The casual ob server in tin* senate." 
lie added, “ would he ini lined to reach 
tin conclusion that the most influent*« * 
senators upon this side of tin* cha m b e r 
are ,ihoge!her insensib le to tin* awful 
l orn e 
<>f wag, anil are determined to 
keep the worfil in conflict 
simply to 
antagon ize the president or to work out 
some potty amb ition for party s upr e ­ 
macy while at the sa m e lime he could 
not well resist the inference that the 
most persuasive senators upon the ot h­ 
er side of the c ha m b e r are b ent on 
wrecking their own countr y simply to 
vindicate tin* infallib ility 
of the chief 
executive in his work at Paris ’• 
Senator 
C um m in s 
contended 
that 
when the war ended “ our exit should 
have b een as speedy' an d complete as 
possib le. 
“This did not mean, however, 
he udded, that the T'nited States should 
have ab andoned its allies or made a sep-, 
a ra te peace with Germany, “ b ut it does 
mean that it w as not our d uty to a s ­ 
s on a t e ourselves with foreign powers 
in reforming the map of the world and 
in agreeing to maintain it as the victors 
had made it." 
Conde mning disposition of S ha n tun g 
Senator C um m in s said he wanted D> r e ­ 
lieve the American repub lic “ from the 
eiernul odium of the S ha n tun g rrim« -," 
and “ from tie- disgrace of passing over 
'I’hrace to Bulgaria.” 
There would b e m a n y Shantungs, he 
said, and 
if the principal 
associated 
powers worked in ha rm on y 
it 
would 
mean nothi ng less t ha n complete and 
arb itra ry poitor of the world. 
\s m uch 
as he deplorisi the wrong 
d o n e China, 
he would adhere, he said, to ili» 
pr i n ­ 
ciples he had previously announced and 
yob against the comm it tee a m e n d m e n t 
aw ardin g the province to China. 
The m a n who a t t e m pt s to preach the 
doetrin? that peace with Germany, with 
or without the league of nations, m ea n s 
peace for the world in the relations of
